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A Valuable Contribution _ 


‘Consolation is to be derivea from’ the discovery that edticational 
authorities in Western Canada are becoming concerned over the necessity 
for closer co-operation between the universities and the high schools of 
the country and of more co-ordination in the direction and effort of these 
two entities of the education system, if the purpose for which they stand 
is to be fully achieved. : 

It has been found.that the needs of the student, who is supposed to be 
“prepared for life’, while continuing and completing his or her forma] edu- 
cation in either one or both of these educational institutions, have very 
materially changed during the past decade, principally due, of course, to 
changed conditions in the economic, commercial and even the cultural de- 
partments of life. 

It is now realized by educational leaders and students and is begin- 
ning to seep into the public consciousness that both. the high schools and 
the universities may fail in their missions unless some important changes 
are made in the curricula of “both. ; 

A really valuable contribution to this problem has recently been made 
in the report of a committee of the Executive of the Manitoba Educational 
Association, consisting of representatives of the university and the high 
schools and appointed to study the problem of articulation between the high 
schools of that province and the university. While the report, which is the 
result of sixteen months of study, deals primarily with conditions ag they 
exist in the Province of Manitoba, the findings and recommendations are 
sufficiently broad té be of general application and interest throughout the 
west, and possibly throughout the entire Dominion. Indeed, educational 
organiaztions in the sister western provinces find the report of sufficient 
importance to warrant close study and consideration in the light of similar 
and sth ie sagaac conditions in those provinces. 

<<. . - s * 
Changes Are Needed 

To put the matte? in a. nutshell, the committee found that while the 
courses of study in the high schools were designed to make these institu- 
tions preparatory schools for university courses, comparatively few of the 
students réach' the high inStitutions and that, because of this fact, the pre- 
ponderantly large number who complete their formal education in high 
school are not being fitted to take their place in the businesg life of the 
community when they leave school. 

The committee was given ample and authoritative testimony to the 
general effect that continuance: of the present trend will not only result in 
increasing numbers leaving high schools unprepared for entry into business 
life but that the university itself may presently find itself ‘out on a limb” 
for lack of sufficient students to enable it to continue to function. 

If these premises are well based, and there appears to be every rea- 
son to believe that they are, the broadening of the basis of the high school 
curriculum is the obvious solution, and that is the conclusion to Which the 
. comgmittee came. . Not only that, but it was suggested that“ if the high 
schools are destined to become the “university of the common people”, as 
one learned witnéss phrased it, fhe high school courge should be extended 
another year, because, if the curriculum is to be broadened, there is’ not 
sufficient time in the existing high school span to devote to a completed 
formal educational system. 

On the other hand it was felt that if the university is not to become 
atrophied and decimated entrance requirements will have to be materially 
liberalized’ to give an opportunity to a larger number of high schoo] stud- 
ents to enter its doors with the objective of subseqeunt specialization. 

* * . * 
" Wider Objectives 

To quote one’ section in a very voluminous report: “The course of in- 
struction in the high school and also in the junior division of the university 
should cater to the needs of young people at the age levels represented in 
the enrolment in these institutions; that is to say, it should be related: to 
the natural activities of mind and body at these age levels. It should not 
consist to any considerable extent in courses which are only of value if the 
subjects are carried further. It should be reasonably all-round, while giv- 
ing full opportunity for the pursuit of individual interests; and it should 
stimulate or create desire to continue further study after formal school 
education has-been completed. This,” it was pointed out, ‘fs in accordance 
with the recommendations contained in the report on secondary education 
by the. British Board of Education, commonly known as the Spens report.” 

It is gratifying to note that while emphasis ig given in the report to 
the necessity of fitting high school students ‘for business life, the fact that 
this ig not the entire objective of secondary education ig not overlooked. 
The principal of Daniel McIntyre Collegiate Institute is quoted as express- 
ing his. belief that the schools should “be free to plan within the curriculum 
for such things as athletic activities of purposeful type,. the Literary 
Society, music, art, handicrafts, mock parliaments, school periodicals, 
student councils, etc., etc.” ‘ 

Altogether the report is a worthwhile document and it is a reasonable 
assumption that much of its material will be given earnest Srna eration 
far beyond the confines of the Province of Manitoba.

Their targets are the atoms in 
gas, which are so hard to hit by eléc- 
trons that ordinarily only, one elec- 
tron out of every thousand would 
make a hit, The others would be 
wasted. 

The gas atoms at which the elec- 
tron bullets are. fired become posi- 
tively charged ions whenever they 
are hit.

BRITAIN IS GIVING

London. — Among the reinforce- 
ments for the armies in France are 
British and Polish troops brought 
out of northern Norway ‘when the 
Allies abandoned the ore port of 
Narvik. 

The number started for the battle- 
field in France alone was said to run 
into the thousands, 

“Every available man, rifle, gun 
and tank is being sent across to aid 
the French,” the Daily Herald said. 

“The war office is gathering every 
article of equipment which exists and 
is using every expedient to hasten 
their despatch. 

It was announced~that ‘at the con- 
ferences in France, Mr. Churchill 
was accompanied by Anthony Eden, 
war secretary, and General Sir John 
Dill, chief .of the Imperial general 
staff; and that Marshal Henri Petain, 
French. vice-premier, also took part. 


“Complete agreement was reached: 
as to the measures which should be 
taken to meet the developments in 


the war. situation,’-it was announced. 


‘It was believed that the French 
government - must soon vacate its 


new headquarters in Tours because 
German bombers were making such 
vicious attacks on the area. Despite 
the bombing attacks, the entire 
diplomatic corps succeeded in mak- 
ing the journey safely. 

United States Ambassador William 
Bullitt has, said that he will remain 
in Paris, no matter what happens. 
Bullitt lost his white marble Chan- 
tilly chateau to the war when the 
Spacious gardens of the estate north 
of Paris became a battleground. 

In connection with reports of Bri- 
tish troop movements to France it 
was recalled that a military spokes- 
man here declared “it seems impos- 
sible that 30 divisions can be sent to 
France, but it must be done and if it 
is done we have won.” 

The entire press stressed the urg- 
ency of rushing all possible help to 
France, even untrained and incom- 
pletely equipped divisions if neces- 
sary. 

The Times said that to thwart 
Hitler “we have to call upon our own 
workers and appeal to our American 
friends for haste and yet more urg- 
ent haste.” The newspaper added: 

“The value of. every tank and air- 
plane and gun is many times multi- 


‘|plied if it can be delivered. to the 


fighting line notnext week but to- 
morrow, and multiplied again if it is 
here to-day. 

“So also with men, British divi- 
sions are now hurrying across the 
channel ot the support of our Allies; 
it is essential to send, and send im- 
mediately, every available unit that 
can by any means be equipped. This 
is a necessity, by common consent, 
that takes absolute precedence over 
the defence of these islands; wé can- 
not. think of home defence as any- 
thing more than a subsidiary precau- 
tion required for securing the base 
from which help is sent to France. .” 

About 40 British women ambu- 
lance drivers remained with the 
French during’ the retreat. into Paris.

ment pledging that “Great Britain

The message said: 

“In this solemh hour for the Bri- 
‘tish and French. nations and the 


cause of freedom and democracy to. 


which they have ‘vowed themselyes, 
His Majesty's government desire to 
pay to the government of the French 
jepublic the tribute which is’ due’ to 
the heroic fortitude. and cons y of 
the Frehch armies in battle against 
enormous odds. 

“Their efforts are worthy of. the 


most glorious traditions of France’ 


and have inflicted: -deep and long last- 
ing injury upon the enemy. 

“Great Britain will continue to 
give the utmost aid in her power. We 
take this opportunity of proclaiming 
the indissoluble union of our two peo- 
ples and our two empires. 

“We cannot measure the various 
forms. of tribulation which will fall, 
upon our peoples in the near future. 
We are sure that the ordeal by fire 
will only fuse them together into one 
unconquerable whole. 

“We renew to the French republic 
our pledge and resolve to continue 
the struggle at all costs in France, 
in this island, upon the ocean and in 
the air, wherever it may lead us, us- 
ing all our resources to the utmost 
limits and sharing together the bur- 
den of repairing the ravages of war. 

“We shall never turn from the con- 
flict until France stands safe and 
erect in alk her grandeur, until the 
wronged and . enslaved: states and 
peoples have been liberated and until 
civilization is free from the night- 
mare of Nazism. 

“That this day will dawn we are 
more sure than ever. It may dawn 
sooner than we now have the right 
to expect.”

Comprising 528 type- 
written pages, the report of the Mc- 
the | Gillivray royal commission, which 
spent approximately two years ex- 
amining closely into. every phase of 
the oil industry in Alberta, was made 
available to the public.’Friday. It 


ajsis dated April 17, 1940. 


Great interest attaches to the re- 
dort for two reasons. ‘The first, that 
the investigation was so long and so 
thorough—in fact it was a longer and 
more thorough investigation than has 
ever been made of the oil industry in 
Canada and probably of any other 
industry in Canada. The second point 
is that the commission had the ben- 
efit of the most expert evidence that 
has ever been available to such a 
body. There was, for instance, Dr. 
J. W. Frey, pre-eminent among pe- 
troleum experts of the world; Dr. G. 
Granger Brown. who is reputed to be 
one of the world’s outstanding au- 
thorities on oil refining, together with 
numerous experts on production, 
transportation, etc., and a galaxy of 
experienced, practical men who were 
examined closely on every phase of 
aperation 

In the light of these circumstances, 
great weight will undoubtedly be giv- 


en the report, and if the government 


so desires it can use it as an instru- 
ment whereby the industry can be 
left free to develop for the benefit of

It recommends against. any 
procedure to try-to limit or reduce 
the number of stations through ‘gov- 
ernment intervention on the ground 
that it would not be practicable, ‘and 
that if done arbitrarily, it would tend 
toward favoritism and monopoly!

But everyone does not contract 
hay fever. It occurs in persons with |, j 
an inherited sensitivity to one or :

(1) Grasses such as timothy, red 
top, blue grass and others. 

(2) Trees such as, the cottonwood,

(8) Weeds, of which. the chief 
offender is ragweed. It is said that 
70 per cent. of all hay fever victims . 
in America owe their trouble to com- 

ragweed and related species, 

Hay Fever seasons: Grasses. and 
trees as a rule, cause attacks in the 
Spring and early Summer, whereas 
weeds are the cause of late summer 
and early Fall attacks. 4 

In Canada, the common ragweed,. 
the chief offender,’ is found at its 
worst in the southwestern peninsula 
of Ontario, and almost equally so in 
the rest of settled Oiitario and South- 
ern Quebec.

Desensitization treatment: A series 
of small scratches is made on the 
surface of the skin without piercing . 
the true ‘skin. _On these scratches 
extracts of pollen, animal, dandruff, 
food or dusts, etc., are placed. If a. 
hive or reddened area is produced by 
one or more of the extracts used, it 
ig an indication that'the individual is 
sensitive to that particular product. 
Having discovered the cause or 
causes, the next step is to desensitize 
by injecting a small quantity of the 
offending agent or agents. 

Treatment should, be begun two 
months before the season when the © 
attack usually occurs, If the attacks 
are due:to pollen, it will be necessary 3 
to cgntinue the desensitization for : 
three or four years. Most of the suf- 
ferers will say that, paving. gained a 
cure, it has been worth while.
